TOKYO. (AP)—The United 
Nations command tonight of- 
fered to resume liaison taiks 
with Communists at Kaesong 
tomorrow despite the Com- 
munist walkout from a ses- 
sion today. 

The offer of Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, supreme Allied com- 
mander, was contained in a mes- 
sage delivered to Col. Chang 
Chun-San, chief Red liaison of- 
ficer, at Panmujom, Korea 

Riddway'’s Tokyo headquarters 
said the Allied commander had 
instructed Col. Andrew J. Kin- 
ney, senior Allied liaison officer: 

“Desire you deliver this date 
to Communist liaison officer at 
Panmunjom the following mes- 
sage signed by you, addressed to 
Colonel Chang. Communist liai 
son officer 

“Despite your unilateral action 
in recessing the meeting today 
and your abrupt departure there 
from, I am prepared to meet 
with you tomorrow, Sept. 26, 
1951, at 1000 (10 a.m.) to discuss 
conditions mutually satisfactory 
for resumption of the armistice 
talks.”

walked out when

The Allies earlier told 
the Reds that Kaesong was not 
a satisfactory site.

Quart Bottle 


OTTAWA (CP)—The National 
Research Council is working on 
a way to’put three quarts of milk 
in a one-quart bottle. 

It isn’t done with mirrors 
Scientists of the council's division 
of applied biology hope to do it 
by evaporating milk at low tem- 
peratures—about 60 degrees 

“Concentration of liquid foods 
by low temperature evaporation 
is a relatively new approach to 
our food preservation and ‘hand 
ling “problems,” the Research 
Council reported today in a state- 
ment on its dairy studies. 

“The older technique of high- 
temperature. drying often pro- 
duces slightly-cooked or scalded 
flavors. The new technique min- 
imizes these changes in flavor 
and will therefore find increas- 
ingly-wide application.” 

Another goal of the scientists 
is to preserve frozen concen- 
trated milks for long periods, if 
possible the nine to 10 months 
between “flush” and “short” pro- 
duction, 

At present whole milk can be 
frozen and stored at 10 degrees 
below zero for four.months. Con- 
centrated milk, however, although 
it can be frozen more economi- 
cally, keéps for only about two 
months at 10. below. Even after 
a few weeks it tends to be chalky 
or even curded.

William T. Mandell, a. Houston,

He testified for the coal indus- 
try, which began‘its direct case 
as the hearing before examiner 
Marvin Farrington of the federal 
power commission entered its 
third week.

fense purposes. 

Mardell took the stand after R. 
H. Glover of Butte, counsel for 
the Montana Power Co., objected 
to the’ testimony of coal wit- 
nesses. The latter contended that 
the importation of gas from Al- 
berta would not displace coal 


Opponents argued that gas has 
already displaced coal in the 
state, particularly at the Ideal 
Cement Company's Trident plant. 

Questioned by Erickson, J. E. 
Corette, company vice-president, 
admitted that gas would not have 
been hooked to the Trident plant 
except for the possibility of ob- 
tafning Alberta supplies 

Mandell, referring to utility .ex- 
hibits and testimeny given since 
the hearings began here Sept. 10, 
said Anaconda Copper . Mining 
Company plans would suffer no 
impairment of production in the 
next five years if Alberta gas 
were not av allable.
